PREE-^TORY.  NOTE 


It  is  difficult  within  the  limiied  si?.e  of  tlos  \i\ooogTaph  to  cover 
in  detail  the  vast  areas  embrdced  iu  the  present  great  conflict. 
Efforts,  however,  have  been  made  to  describe  the  most  recent  maps 
and  atlases,  which  have  been  published  from  1914  to  1917.  Some 
few,  which  are  of  interest  and  authoritative,  previous  to  these  years, 
have  been  included. 

Attention  may  be  called  to  maps  bearing  on  various  specific 
locations,  published  by  the  United  States  and  foreign  governments; 
as  for  example,  those  by  the  Hydrographic  Office,  the  Geological 
Survey,  and  the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey;  the  Canadian  Survey, 
the  British  Admiralty  charts,  the  Himgarian  Government  map, 
pubHshed  at  Budapest,  1898-1903,  in  317  sheets,  the  government 
map  of  Turkey  in  22  sheets,  1908-1910,  the  Russian  Admiralty 
charts,  and  22,660  sheets  of  the  Egyptian  survey,  and  the  Japanes 
geological  survey. 

Although  the  Division  of  Maps  has  been  able  to  collect  much  of 
the  best  material,  the  difficulty  of  ascertaining  what  has  been 
published,  and  the  delay  in  transportation  have  been  serious  limi- 
tations to  the  development  of  the  collection.  Important  official 
maps  are,  of  course,  apt  to  be  held  confidential  and  will  not  be 
procurable  till  the  war  is  over. 

^  In  1904  a  paper  was  compiled  in  this  division  entitled:  ''Oheck 
list^  of  large  scale  maps  publisJied  ly  foreign  governments  {Great 
Britain  excepted)"  but  the  collection  has  been  increased  since  then 
by  many  additional  items.
